PASSES THROUGH TO-DAY.

The Correspondent of the ‘‘Post- Dispatch” 
and the ‘‘World” Tells of His Narrow Es- 
cape From the Ipfuriated Germans— 
Some of the Causes of the Trouble— 
Klein Leaves for Chicago. . 


Mr. J. C. Klein, the correspondent of the 
Post-DIsPaATcH and the New York WORLD, 
who so recently became a conspicuous figure 
in the Samoan trouble, passed through the 
city this morning on his way East, going from 
here directly to Chicago, where he wil remain 
for afew days. He came from San Francisco, 
here he has been ever since his return to 
America. He arrived here over the Iron 
Mountain route, having made the trip 
via the Southern Pacific. He did not remain 
long at the depot, as he had but a few minutes 
to spare in making connections, and most ot 
the time was spent in a barber’s chair, where 
he was interviewed by a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter, when the tyrannical! barber could hold 
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off his keen razor long enougho permit Mr. 
Klein to talk. He would be readily recog- 
nized by his old friends, forhe has scarcely 
changed at all since he left St. Louis. His 
face is perhaps a little fuller, but any of his 
old companions who might meet him would 
say: It is the same old Klein. 

„Are you glad to be back once more in 
America?’’ he was asked. 

„Tes, be replied, the land of the free is 
the only home I want, and when I stepped on 
American soil on February 16, I breathed eas- 
ler than I nad for months. I hada narrow 
escape getting back; the Germans 
wanted me, wanted to try me 
before a military tribunal — which 


meant that I wasto be condemned and shot, 
but I consulted the United States Consul, and 
by his advice went on board the Nipsic. Why 
the German soldiers, who were doing duty as 

lice, were going to arrest me and I stepped 

tothe United States Consulate just in time 
to avoid trouble. After I got aboard the Nip- 
sle, though, I was all right. Capt. Mullen put me 
on the Mariposa and I came to San Francisco. 
Ibave been resting and awaiting deveiop- 
ments, as I should have returned to Samoa if 
war had been declared. I thought it would 
surely come when it was reported that the 
Nipsic was sunk, but I am satisfied t was 
no foundation for that report.’’ 

Who do you think is responsible for that 
rumor?’’ 

„Well, I can’t say that Ithink anyone is. 
The fact that the report came from Br u is, 
I think, ome reason for believi Bis- 
marck was the author of it. if 
it had deen founded on fact it 
would have come through the Government 
and Bismarck would have been compelied to 
say something aboutit. But coming from a 
litle place like Breslau Bismarck could watch 
its effect without being compelled to take any 
positio he 5

THE SAMOANS 
are beginning to understand that the Germans 
are working in their own interest and not in 
the interest of Samosa, and it has caused Tam- 
asese’s men to lose spirit. The Germans car- 
ried things with a high hand there anyway, 
and the Samoans, who are not such 
fools as one might suppose, saw that 
the Germans were using them to do the fight 
ing, while Germany would reap the reward. 
The declaration of war was partially for the 
purpose of scaring Mataafa’s men,and the 
subsequent conduct of the Germans showed 
that. they didn’t intend anythin 
by n except ef-

CHINESE CHEAP LABOR. 


THE WAGES, HOURS AND WORK OF CHINA- 
MEN INTHE LAND OF THE CELESTIALS. 


The Chinese Labor Uniens, and How One 
of Them Bit an Employer to Death 
Farm Hands at 612 a Year and Women 
at 2 Cents a Day—The Beggars“ Unicon 
an the Barbers’ Guild. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Duraren. 
ANTON, China, Feb- 
ruary 1, 1889.—I have 
come to Canton to see 
how our Ohinamen 
live and work at home, 
Ino longer wonder at 
Chinese immigration 
to America, for I have 
had a taste of Chinese 
cheap labor in China. 
It is from this district 
that the bulk of our 
immigration comes, 
and there are coolies 

a here and to spare. 

This province is one of 

the most thickly settied of the provinces of 
the Chinese Empire. It is not quite as big as 

Kansas, but it contains one- third as many 

people as the whole United States. Can- 

ton itself is bigger than New York 

City, and a twelve-mile radius from 

its center embraces, I am told, a popu- 

lation of three millions. There are 
villages outside as big as Washington or 

Oleveland, and many ot the small towns of 

the province bave been living for years upon 

contributions from American Chinese F laun- 
dries. How the people swarm. Almonad-eyed, 
yellow-faced men., women and children 
tramp upon one another’s heels and the thou- 
sand streets of this city are morecrowded than 
Broadway in frontof Trinity Church atthe 
busiest hourofthe day. Every one is work- 
ing, from the half-naked, bare-legged man 
who, with a dat as big asa parasol, carries 
great loads upon his shoulders, to the wo- 
man in pantaloons and short skirt, who sculls 
the beat on the river, and to the 
in round, black 
cap and gorgeous silks, stands surrounded by 
his shelves of fine goods. Every branch of 
business goes on and Canton is one of the 
great manufacturing cities of the world. 
With the rudest of tools these long-fingered

What wonderful workers ney are and how 
they tugand pulli and boil their keen brains 
from morning until night all over the empire. 
From Peking to Canton I bave found the 
streets of every city und village flied with a 
pushing, hurrying throng. I have seen half 
paked men sweating in carrying loads that 
would be heavy fora cart horse and delicate 
women doing the work of drays. Human 
muscle does even more work in China than in 
Japan, andthe donkey and the mule are re- 
— by man. Hong Kong is located the 

of a mountain, away upthe sides of which 
the wealthier residents have summer homes. 
The angle of the Incline is one of nearly forty- 
five degrees, and all the buliding materials for 
these houses are carried miles up by coolies. 
Women in Hong Kong carry two great baskets 
of stone fastened to poles which they swing 
over their shoulders, and of the 80,000 people 
who make up the boat population of the Hong 
Kong bay, the chief workers are women. The 
row with babies om their backs, and 
see them standing and sculling with their lit 
tle ones tied to their shoulders.

ofwork. The streets are made up of ceils 
at the front and fullof manufacturers 
and traders.

Silk weavers and silk 
reelers are among the highest paid men, and 
their work can only be done when 
the cocoons are ready for reeling. Dur- 
ing this time the men work for weeks 
dey and night, and they receive from 81 to #2 
a day. The grand average of skilled labor 
runs, however, about as follows: Master 
workmen receive a week, or $156 dollars a 
year, and workmen under these $1.50 a week 
or $7 a year. Yo and females get 
0 cents a week and these are considered 
good living wages. For them the laborer does 
not growl as to the hours of work, and the 
labor unions of China regulate the hours only 
in the case of men working by the piece and 
not by the day. 

There is no country in the world where 
labor is so organized as in China, and every 
branch of empioyment has ite trade organi- 
zation or guild.

These labor unions regulate the laws as to 
apprenticeship.

As a rule, however, 
strikes are not common. The organizations 
of both employers and laborers are such that 
it pays to settle matters dy arbitration. The 
officials of the cities are, as a rule, on the side 
of the workmen in cases of trouble, as the em- 
ployers are the capitalists and by having a 
cause against them eg are ableto squeeze 
money out of them for the settlement

EMPLOYERS’ UNIONS, 
all classes of Ohinese business men have their 
gulidsand these are almost as old as the 
country. One of the finest ciub houses of 
China is that of the Canton merchants of Foo 
Chow. It is made up ofa great number of 
finely finished rooms elegantly furnished in 
Chinese fashion and located in the best part of 
the — § Here the merchants come to drink 
tea and to chat. They have a temple anda 
theater connected with it, and the club con 
sists of 500 members. I visited at Shanghai 
some of the finest specimens of Chinese archi. 
tecture! have seen. They were guild balls 
— 1 to tea and rice merchants, and they 
hac wonderful gardens of caves and rocks 
built up in the busiest part of the city. These 
guilds regulate the commerce of China. They 
fix the rate of interest, the timeon which goods 
may be sold, the weights and the standards 
of goods. A member using different scales 
than the one prescribed is fined, and a man 
acting contrary to the guild can, in many 
instances, not go on with his business. One 
of the druggists’ guilds has just adopted 
some new rules which lie before me. These 
prescribe that accounts shail be settied three 
times every year, and that a discount of 5 

r cent may be allowed on cash transactions. 
No member in the guild shall be permitted to 
trade with the others while he is in debt to a 
member ofthe guild, and any member who 
violates these laws shall pay fortwo theater 
plays for the guild and for the drinks 
an * feast for — — members. 
Some of these guilds prescribe that prom io 
notes shali be on the of sale, aba 11 
of them fx the rules of giv eredit. The 
bankers* guild fix all matters relating to in- 
terest, and these different organizations make 
the dealings of foreigners with the Chinese 
more safe than such dealings would be in other 
countries.

The stock of a small Chinese farmer consists 
ofacoupie of pigs, afew fowls and a water 
buffalo, a sort of a cow which is used here for 
ploughing and working. A man and wife and 
two children can live well off of two acres. 
Their diet is rice, vegetabies and tea, and at 
festive times they havea bit of pork, a fowl 

or some eggs. 

THE LIVING OF THE LABORER 

in the cities is even worse than this, and the 
wud but of the farmer is better than the nome 
ofacity workman. The average iaborer of 
the city bas three meals a day, and these con- 
sist of salt fish, vegetables and rice. 
He eats meat only three or 
tour times a year, and the 
house in which he lives rents from $2 a year 
and upwards. Many families own their own 
houses which have grown through generations 
and which include the whole ctan witbin their 
walls. Some such houses have from fifteen to 
twenty little rooms and one bundred occu- 
pants is not uncommon.

Collector Magone Expresses Very Sensible 
Views—Some Existing Evils. 


Fy Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEW Tonk. March 18.—Coliector Daniel Ma- 
gone bas very decided views on the subject 
of immigration, as your correspondent dis- 
covered in the course of an hour’s conversa- 
tion with him last night at the Everett House. 

That the present laws do not control the 
eviis of immigration so much complained of 
is quite certain,’’ said he, and J] am not 


certain that thecountry is not the loser by 
them. Just look at that contract labor law. 
If a man has been provident enough to 
secure a situation before be comes here he 
must be sent back. He cannot come in; even 
a minister of the gospel is barred out. We 
don’t want any one to come here and teach 
us; we know too much. But if a man is a reg- 
ular ecalawag and has got money to take care 
of himself forawhile he is welcome. You 
say the poor-houses are filled with foreign 
paupers. What do you expect? Who is 
doing the hard manual labor in this 
country to-day? Americans? Not much. 
You walk down Broadway or any other street 
in New York and out of any ofrfifty la- 
borers find me one pative- American. 
These laborers come here to a new country 
after a hard ocean voyage. They encounter a 
climate unsuited to them and they are 
obliged, if they live in a city, to herd together 
in the most unNealthy part of it. They are 
met by rum sho on every corner 
to tempt them to part with their bard 
earned wages, and if they do not 
— some union and support some lazy walk- 
ng delegate, they have hard work to get any- 
thing to do at all. Of course they go to 
poor-houses, and in large numbers, too. The 
cannot help themselves. I don’t believe th 
country bas been so much injured by the in- 
flux of immigration as o many would lead us 
to think. We were lad enough 
to get foreigners during the war and 
were not loth to blind their senses 
with a little cheer, so that tder 
went to sleep contented to wake up and find 
themselves enlisted soldiers of the Govern- 
ment. I believein keeping out the criminal 
classes. Look out for them. They’!ll do more 
harm than contract laborers. I remember a 
whiie ago a giassblower came over here, and 
his friends moved heaven and earth to get 
him landed. He was a convict and bad been 
sent out of his native coun 
for bis country’s ood. It was the 
priceof his liberty that he should come 
to America, buta muscular Scotchman came 
over with bis wife and two little ones and 
because he had agreed to work for a Kentucky 
farmer he had to go right back to Scotland. 
An Anarchist or Socialist stands more chance 
under the present laws, of getting into this 
country, than an honest man. They can 
come in the second cabin. 

„How would you control the matter?“ 

„By a thorough system of examination. I 
believe it just as necessary to know that the 
bead of a family is sound of mind and muscle 
as to know that he bus money.

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THE DAWSON MURDER. 


Miss Smith’s Efforts to Aid the Victim of 
Dr. McDow. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPraTcu. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., March 18.—A gentleman 
whose identity may not be disclosed told the 
PoOst-DISPATCH correspondent last night that 
he knew the contents of the paper signed and 
sealed by Miss Smith, ‘‘the short white woman 
in black,’’ of Policeman Gordon’s story. This 
paper, he says, contains the statement 
that Miss Smith was in Dr. McDow’s 
house at the time of the shooting; that 
she heard a pistol shot in the office, 


followed by a fearful scream; that she rushed 
down to the office and saw Capt. Dawson sit- 
ting on a chair gasping for breath. Hesaw 
her and cried: For God's sake bring me some 
water. She ran up-stairs for the water and 
when she returned she found the door ed 
and could not secure admittance. 

The strongest proof of Capt. Dawson’s 
hold upon the affections of his associates 
was in the bridling of their wrath 
against bis Slayers. What ne taught most 
— and fought for most yy 
during his lifetime was respect for law and 
opposition to all forms of disorder. When the 
first whisper ran through the multitude gath- 
ered in front ot the murderer’s house, that 
Capt. Dawson’s dead body was the myste 
concealed behind those closed blinds, the o 
South Carolina verdict of lynch him’’ was 
written in every feature. It was not the 
iron bars of the jail which saved the 
murderer that night, but the muiltitude’s 
remembrance that only the law could 
avenge the death of Capt. Dawson. Capt. 
Dawson has been called the only sane man in 
Charleston during the earthquake. He rushed 
from his house, which a shock had torn in 
twain, for his office, whose walls threatened 
every momentto fall apart, and thought of 
nothing else until the regular issue of © 
paper was in the press. The appearance 

News and Courier as usual in 
80 astonished and re- 
people that they gathered 
their scattered wits together and profited by 
the example set them. To this day they 
declare that Capt. Dawson’s courage that 
night saved Charleston.

The Fine Point That Affects the Assets of 
Methudy & Meyer.

With their experience in 
establishing ‘‘grange stores“ and other co-op- 
erative schemes still fresh in mind the farmers 
will hardly venture to engage in the manu- 
facture of twine, and must defend themselves 
by boyootting the trust product. Unfortunately 
it may be dificult to get all classes of farmers 
to co-operate in the effort.

Atthe time the Presbytery de- 
cided to accept Rev. Wilson’s resignation the 
committee to which the resignation was re- 
ferred for action reported that if the question 
bad been simply one of majority and minority 
it would have acceded to the request of the 
majority, but inasmuch as Rev. Wilson 
had himself pressed the acceptance of his 
resignation it had been considered wise under 
the existing circumstances to grant his peti- 
tion. The report concluded with this recom- 
mendation: It ie the right ot any congrega- 
tion to decide whether it will elect its elders 
for life or a term of years. On a proper re- 
quest from any congregation under our con- 
stitution it is the duty ofthe session to give 
the people an Opportunity; to ex- 
press their preference as to the mode 
of election. Your committee feel that 
under existing circumstances in this church 
that the majority may become estranged from 
their proper officers and we therefore recom - 
mend that at a convenient time, sufficiently 


remote from the present excitement pro- 
duced by the resignation of the pastor, to ex- 
ercise calm judgment on the part of all, the 
session submit to the church for its decision 
the question as to the mode of electing elders, 
and that they do this in the interests of peace 
and love as well as with reference to therights 
of the people. 
THIS RECOMMENDATION

In view of the continued turmoil and dissen- 
sion in the church and the avowed intention 
of some of those who are in opposition to the 
constituted authorities of the church to adopt 
the rotary e#ldersbip for the express purpose 
of turning out members of the session who 
have not acted in accordance with their 
wishes, after consultation with a large num- 
ber of the leading members and officers of the 
ohurch, the session is of the opinion that the 
convenient time and yet sufficiently remote 
from the present excitement produced by the 
resignation of the pastor to exercise calm 
judgment on the part of all, “ on the question 
of a change in the method of electing elders, 
mentioned in the recommendation of the Pres- 
bytery, has not arrived. 


We therefore designate the third Wednesday 
in October, 1889, as the time for the considera- 
tion of this question. And we again earnestly 
and affectionately urge all members of the 
church to return to their allegiance to the 
church, to lay aside all malice, to forget all 
differences, to labor for Christ. God in his 
providence has committed to us the souls of 
nearly two thousand children and young peo- 
ple in our Sabbathischools, and has given us a 
Held for labor second to none in the country.

Some of the Changes Submitted by the Pro- 
jectors—Crossing the Public Parks—Plans 
Submitted for the People’s Cable Road 
The Gas Commission—Where the Smoke 
Ordinance Is Now. 


T to-night’s meeting 

of the City Council 

the Rapid Transit Rail- 

way din comes up 

again, baving been 

laid over on Fri- 

day evening for one 

meeting.

road, and that it might also be used asa 

n for other roads, thus defeating 
the plan of a purely passenger road. 

An amendment will be offered this evening 

which will change the first section by making 

the following addition to it: 


But this company shall not be permitted to 
run cars or trains of cars of the kind known 
as freight, stock or cattle upon any of the 
lines of their elevated railways or carry any 
freight, stock or cattle on said lines, except 
dairy and garden products and supplies for 
the construction, maintenance and operation 
of their railways. If steam motors are used 
they must be of the best improved smoke-con- 
suming ind in use on Other rapid transit 
railway lines. 


The point was made by some member that 
under the State law the Rapid Transit road 
might be compelled to carry and transfer the 
cars of all other connecting lines. This point 
was settied by City Counsellor Bell, who said 
it would be a simple matter to insert a provi- 
sion preventing such a conditton of affairs. 

At the two parks Forest and Tower Grove 
the tracks will go from surface to depressed 
tracks, the ordinance providing for the tracks 
there as follows: 


The west line shall be an elevated structure 
from its eastern terminus to a point near 
Boyle avenue, where it will become a surface. 
depressed and underground road to the city 
limits, passing under King’s highway and 
Eastern boulevard, and all roadways and 
walks leading into Forest park on its south 
line, where practicable, which are to be car- 
ried over the tracks on iron bridges, 
masonry arches. or iron beams. he 
cuts an embankments in Forest 
Park shall be sloped, and sodded or 
seeded with grass and ornameutal shrubbery ; 
and there shall not be less than three stations 
in Forest park, constructed and maintained 
ot ornamental designs, with commodious 
waiting and toilet rooms for ladies and 
gentiemen, refreshment rooms, news stands 
and package depository, with male and 
female attendants. 

On tue south line of the road which 
branches from the main line at the same 
piace as the west line the followingfarrange- 
ments are made for going through the park: 

„Passing under Tower Grove Park, in an 
open cut, ata depth of not less than ten feet 
below the centeror principal east and west 
driveway in the park, and all road and walk 
ways shall be carried over said railways upon 
iron and ornamental bridges with ample re- 
taining walls. There shall be constructed 
stations, of ornamenta! designs, on the north 
and south side of the center driveway bridge; 
the north side station shall be for north bound 
trains and the south side station for south 
bound trains. 

The amendments will probably all be made 
this evening, although there is some opposi- 
tion among the members.

A New Cable Road. 


Tue People’s Railway Co. has submitted al! 
of the plans anc specifications for the new 
cable road. The plans are the samein sub- 
stance as those of the existing line on Olive 


street, and will be operated very much in the 
same manner. The motive power machinery 
at the bouse may have to be 
a little heavier than that of the 
Olive street iine as there are 
a great many more curves on the People's 
line, and the — are a littie heavier. 
There will be only one switch, and that will be 
atthe western terminus at the entrance to 
Tower Grove Park. At the Morgan street end 
ofthe line, instead of switehing, the cars 
willbe run around on 4 loup around the 
block to Third street, and back to Fourth 
again.

They can either 
transfer passengers at the connection or 
ewitch the cars and couple them on tothe 
cable train.

Sweet Grass Hills, in which the gold has been 
discovered, are fifty-five miles by wagon road 
northwest of Big Sandy, and just south of 
the international boundary. The hills 
comprise three buttes, varying in elevation 
from 7,900 to 8,400 feet. Water and timber are 
abundant in East Butte; no timber and water 
scarce in Middle Butte. Between and around 
the buttes are broad bottom lands with small 
creeks. The richest placer diggings are at 
Eclipse Guich in Middle Butte and Hazel 
Mines Gulch in the East Butte. Sliver, cop- 
r., iron and a fine quality of marbie have 
een found, while coal is abundant on Milk 
River and Sage Kock to the east. If the pres- 
ent immigration continues these wines 
will be eveloped in a short time and 
prices of food, now at the top notch, will go 
up outofsight. Scarcely a man at the mines 
is getting less than M a day, that being the 
wages paid, but nearly every one is prospect- 
ing for himself.

Dr. Barker of 
Helena, and a party of Ohio capitalists con- 
trol a valuable property bere and have decided 
to develop these mines next month, taking 
the products to Benton or Great Falle. Like 
everyone else they are enthusastic on gold 
finding and nothing else can be heard around 
here but the great strike in the Sweet Grass 
Hills and the development of the mines there.

SEIZED WITH MEASLES. 


A Miniature Epidemic in the Blind Asylum 
on Morgan Street. 


The inmates of the Blind Asylum on Nine- 
teenth and Morgan streets have been having 
asiege of measies. There are twenty-six 
affiicted at the present time. The disease 
first made its appearance in the institution 
several weeks ago when a girl 21 years of age 
was taken down. New cases dev@oped 
rapidly and in several days after the disease 
first manifested itself every one 


of the inmates who had not 
been attached previously in their lives 
was covered with blotches. The total number 
on whom the disease showed itself was 
twenty-seven. They were all isolated from 
the rest of the inmates. Among those who are 
sick are two who had the measies before. 
This is not usuai, although Dr. 8. Pollak, the 
asylum physician, says that the idea of a - 
lute immunity from the disease after a person 
has had it, is wrong. The chances of such a 
person getting it again are simply very 
materially lessened. 

To a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter who called at 
the institution this morning Dr. Pollak, who 
was making his morning visit,said: ‘‘There is 
nothing serious in the situation. Of course it 
is possible that some of the patients might 
contract pneumonia, as rsons in their con- 
dition are more liable to take it than 

on who is weil, but I do not 

any such trouble, We 

exceliently trained nurs¢s; 

the temperature of the house is constantly 

kept at about the right point, and the ventila- 

tion is very good, sol have not much fear of 

anything very serious 1 from the 

resentepidémic. All the sick are kept iso- 

ated from the rest of the school and, as there 

is not now a single well inmate, who bas not 

bad the measles very recently or at some 

time, I do not think there will be any furtber 
spread of the disease.’’ 

While the reporter was talking with the 
doctor, the Superintendent came in and said 
that one of the convalescents, a little girl aged 
6 years, wanted her book to read. The blind, 
as is generally known, read with their fingers. 

„Well, let her have it, said the doctor; 
she does not need light, and hence the read- 
ing can do her no harm. ht, you know,’’ 
he explained, ‘‘is bad for those who have 
measies. The room in which a patient is has 
to be kept darkened.’’ 

The book was taken to the little afflicted 
child, and the Superintendent said the per- 
mission granted her to read had given much 
Pleasure. To be blind in her case was tem- 
porary -benefit.

THE FIFTH NATIONAL BANE, 


Movement in Favor of Closing the Receiver- 
ship at Once. 


Receiver Lon V. Stephens, who went to 
Washington about ten days ago to consult 
with Comptroller Trenholm in regard 
to the affairs of the Fifth 
National Bank, returned to the city 
yesterday. When in Washington Comptroller 


Trenholm informed him while it might be for 
the interest of the c tors of the bank to 
have its affairs settled up as rapidly as possi- 
bie, several interesting and important ques- 
tions, heretofore unadjudicated, has been pre- 
sented, and for this reason he was unwill- 
ing to authorize the dismissal of the suits. 
Should a large majority of the creditors and 
stockholders, amounting to practical unan- 
imity, desire the withdraw of the suits, 
Comptroller Trenholm stated that he wouid 

uiesce in their decision. 

meeting of creditors was held atthe Re- 
ceiver’s office this morning, and the follow- 
ing letter was addressed to Mr. Stephens: 

THE CREDITORS’ APPEAL. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., March 18, 1889. 

We, the undersigned, creditors of the Fifth 
National Bank of St. Louis, Mo., would re- 
spectfully recommend that the appeals taken 
to the United States Supreme Court in the 
new court doe dismissed, and that 
Fou abide the decision ofthe St. Louis Court 
of Appeals. We believe such a course would 
be for best the interests of the trust, for the 
reasons following: : 

I. That in view of devisions already ren- 
dered by the various courts upon the ques- 
tions involved, there is no probability that 
you will win the suits in the end. 

2. A prosecution of these appeals will neces- 
sitate several years’ delay and incur large ad- 
ditional expense. 

3. If no assessments of the old stockholders 
can be made until these a ale are deter- 
mined, many of such old stockholders who 
are now solvent will in the mean time proba- 
bly become insolvent and the creditors will 
thus lose the amounts of their assessments. 

We would therefore suggest that you ask 
the Comptroller of the Currency for authority 
to dismiss said appeals and proceed at once 
with an assessment upon the old stockholders. 

Mr. Stephens expressed himself as in favor 
of the course outlined in the above letter. 
This is his opinion, but not his interest, as to 
close the affairs of the bank wil terminate his 
receivership. A meeting of the stockholders 
and creditors has been cailed in Court-room 
No. 2 at 8 a. m., March 20, to take action on 
the matter.

THE BLAIR EDUCATIONAL BILL.

Senator Blair Declares That President Har- 
rison Favors the Measure. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPAaTon. 

Senator Blair of rew Hampsbire, in a letter 
to Judge James K. Hook, Superintendent of 
Education for Georgia, says concering Presi- 
dent Harrison’s attitude toward the Biair 


bill: 

„The statement in the slip inclosed by you 
to me that Gen. Harrison, while in the Senate, 
opposed the Blair bill to distribute an edu 
cational fund among the States, is wholly 
erroneous. On the contrary, he spoke in 
favor of the bill and voted for it both times, 
when it passed the Senate in the Forty-eighth 
and Forty-ninth Congresses. Gen. Harrison 
was not a member of the last Congress, but he 
has always been, and now is, a supporter of 
the measure. The Republican National plat- 
forme of 1884 and 1888 both declare in favor of 
the temporary Federal aid to education, and 
Gen. Harrison's letter of accept- 
ance of the presidential nomina- 
tion is a direct indorsement of 
the platforn, and of such aid to education in 
tne South. His inaugural address is full of 
the subject without discussing specific meas- 
ures, and the common understanding now is 
that the education bill will be passed N the 
next Congress. Nothing can prevent it if the 
people desireto make their wishes known 
through the press, by memorials to Congress 
afd by action of their Representatives. It will 
be the fanit of the peor’ and 
not of the President i the Dill 
does not pecome a law during 
the next Congress. But the friendsof the 
measure shoaid remember that they must per- 
form their duty by demanding its passage in 
such a way that the Congress shall understand 
their will. The necessity of national aid to 
common schools is not decreasing, and the 
friends of education should everywhere 
arouse themselves for a mighty and universal 
effort to secure the immediate passage of this 
most important of all public measures now 
before the-country.’’
